SUMMARY

This amendment to the funding agreement and grant award represents an increase in
funding for the East Incline Village Phase I Water Quality Improvement Project. This
award consists of $380,000 for project construction and 5% ($19,000) for administrative
costs for a total of $399,000. The total project cost is estimated at $3,760,000 and is
funded entirely through grants from the Nevada Division of State Lands (NDSL) and
USDA Forest Service (USFS). Increases in financial assistance were requested from and
approved by both the NDSL and USFS to cover construction costs which came in higher
than anticipated. Acceptance of these awards will enable the project to be constructed
without utilizing the fulI $750,000 in Tahoe Regional Planning Agency Water Qualrty
Mitigation Funds which are budgeted for the project, and which can be reserved for other
purposes.

County Priority/Goal supported by this item: Safe, Secure and Healthy Communities

PREVIOUS ACTION

On March 28,2017, the Board of County Commissioners (Board) awarded a bid and
approved the construction agreement to the lowest responsive, responsible bidder,
Burdick Excavation Company, in the amount of $2,899,950 for the East Incline Village
Phase I Water Quality Improvement Project.
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On October 11,2016, the Board approved the Interlocal Agreement to Implement the
Lake Tahoe Total Maximum Daily Load between Washoe County and the Nevada
Division of Environmental Protection and directed staff to initial a preliminary study to
address future program cost and funding altematives.

On January 27,2015, the Board accepted Amendment #1 to the Grant Award from the
Division of State Lands for the East Incline Vitlage Phase I Water Quality Improvement
Project in the amount of $750,000.

On January 14,2014, the Board accepted a Grant Award from the Nevada Division of
State Lands for the East Incline Village Phase I Water Qualrty Improvement Project in
the amount of $750,000.

On November 12,2013, the Board approved in concept the East Incline Village Phase I'Water 
Quality Improvement Proj ect.
